TO CONTROL BLLOODSUCKING LICE: Apply to the infested areas of the animal, using a stiff brush to get the
spray to the base of the hair. Repeat every 3 weeks if required.

TO CONTROL POULTRY LICE: Spray roosts, walls and nests or cages thoroughly. This should be followed by
spraying over the birds with a fine mist.

TO CONTROL BEDBUGS AND MITES IN POULTRY HOUSES: Spray crevices of roost poles, cracks in walls,
and cracks in nests where the Bedbugs and Mites hide.

PET USE APPLIES TO USE ONLY ON DOGS
ON DOGS; TO CONTROL FLEAS, TICKS AND LICE: Ready to use. Affix applicator to container for
application. Do not transfer to another container. Start spraying at the tail, moving the dispenser rapidly and
making sure thatthe animal's entire body is covered, including the legs and underbody.
